BERLIN, Oct. 20.—The reichstag 
started this afternoon its extraordinary 
session to lead Germany out of the 
darkness. | 
On one hand the counail of the 
league of nations has taken away one- 
half of Upper Silesia, the treasure 
house of industrial Germany, and has 
given it to Poland; German residents 
are moving Out of the transferred dis- 
trict in the midst of conditions border- 
ing on the horrors of a new civil war; 
and in Berlin what is considered the 
best government that Germany has 
ever had is on the vérge of collapse 
But on the other hand today’s gov- 
ernment report shows a strong upward 
movement of German trade, easing the 
industrial crisis; the value of the mark 
advanced, easing the financial crisis, 
and President Ebert is making marked 
gains in rallying the three chief par- 
ties to the support of a new Wirth 
cabinet, thus giving some hope for the 
morrow in the political crisis. 
Apprehension fills the hearts of the 
people, who realize that only states- 
manship of a high order wil enable 
Germany to tread the maze of perils 
and emerge upright on the road to re-

ARMORED PLANE 
WITH 30 MACHINE 
GUNS COMPLET£D 


New York, Oct. 20.—({Special.]}—An 
armored aeroplane, designed for at- 
tacking infantry either intrenched or 
in the open and equipped with thirty 
machine guns capable of firing 3,000 / 
shots in four seconds, started today 
from its home field at Hicksville, L. I. 
on a flight to Washington, there to 
be inspected by the chief aero officers 
of the army .and navy. 

It is an all-metal monoplane carry- 
ing a crew of two or three, either a 
pilot and a gunner or a pilot, a gunner, 
and a mechanician. All vulnerable parts 
and crew are protected with steel 
armor which can resist machine-gun 
bullets at any range. 

Its speed—more than 140 miles an 
hour—and its mobility, which has been 
compared with that of an attack single 
seater, make it an almost impossible 
target from the ground. 

The plane is known as a “J L. 12 at- 
tack plane!” and is a type in advance of 
the latest foreign all metal planes. It 
is thirty-two feet long, with a wing 
spread of forty-nine feet, and carries 
130 gallons of gasoline. When manned 


3,000 rounds of ammunition and fuel 
for 500 miles of flight, it weighs’ 5.000 
pounds. Its radius of action in battle 
is 400 miles from its supply base.’ The 
engine is a 400 horse power Liberty 
motor. 

The main battery of the plane con- 
sists of twenty-eight machine guns 
arranged in two sections.

DUBLIN, Oct. 20.—Eamon de Valera 
tonight dispatched the following mes 
sage to Pope Benedict in Rome: 

“ The people of Ireland read the mes- 
sage sent by your holiness to the king 
of. Great Britain and appreciate your 
kindly interest in their welfare and the 
paternal regard which suggested it. I 
tender to your holiness their gratitude. 
They are confident that the ambigui- 
ties in the reply sent in the name of 
King George will not mislead you as it 
may the uninformed into ° believing 
that the troubles are ‘in’ Ireland, or 
that the people of Ireland owe alle- 
giance to the British king. 


Cites “ Independence.” 

“The independence of Ireland has 
been proclaimed by regularly elected 
representatives of the people of Ire- 
land and ratified by subsequent plebi- 
scites. The trouble is between Ireland 
and Great Britain and its source is 
due to the fact that the rulers of 
Great Britain have sought to impose 
their will upon Ireland ‘and by brutal

The six men yesterday chipped in

Tries to Clear the Track.

When the machine reached the rails 
the driver realized he wag too late. 
With a quick jerk of the wheel he 
turned the automobile in an effort to 
brirg it parallel with the tracks. 

The next insfant the car, carried by 
its own momentum, overturned and 
aodived the students on the ties di- 
rectly in front of the onrushing en- 
gine. Roberts, who was sitting in the 
rear seat, was thrown out of the loco. 
motive’s course and landed on the 
other side of the track. When he 
looked around the train was shooting 
past, with the bodies of his compan- 
ions under the wheels. 

Two Cars Pass Over Them. 

Two cars passed over them before 
the heavy “hog” could be stopped. 
The four bodies had been frightfully 
mangled, and the head of one had been 
severed. 

Roberts hurried to the nearby farm 
house of William Sargent and sent for 
aid. An automobile conveyed Reckless 
to the Watseka hospital, while the 
dead studéhts were taken to an un- 
dertaking establishment in Milford. 

Then HKoberts telephoned the Beta 
Theta Pi house and reported the acci- 
dent. 

Expected Day and Night Drive. 

“The boys intended to drive day and 
night in their effort to reach Princeton 
in time for the game Saturday,” de- 
clared Dr. Monilaw last night. “ They 
figured they would just be able to 
make it.” 

At the Skinner home in Oak Park 
it was said that Harold had talked to 
his mother over the telephone yester- 
day afternoon, but had said nothing 
about the eastern trip. 

The youths were well known on the 
Midway campus. Monilaw and Skin- 
ner had membership in the Score club, 
an honorary sophomore organization, 
and Johnstone belonged to Kappa Ep- 
silon, a geological @raternity. Reck- 
less, one of the highest standing schol- 
ars of the 1921 class, had been named 
university marshal, an especially cov- 
eted honor. He was also a leader in

NATION, STATES, 
TO MOVE, FOOD 
IN RAIL STRIKE 


H loover Acts with the 


Governors. 
(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Detailed plans for codperation 
between the department of commerce 
and the governors of the states in dis- 
tributing food supplies and ¢oal in the 
event of a railroad strike have been 
formulated, Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover said today. 

The governors are ready to do their 
part, it was agserted. Mobilization of 
supplies at strategic points has been 
effected by large industries, the séere- 
tary said, and distribution could be 
readily made by motor truck and pos- 
sibly by rail to a limited extent. Gaso- 
line supplies are being assured for 
motor truek use. 

Army trucks probably would be 
called into serviee in large numbers. 
and supplies drawn largely from points 
within a radius of fifty miles of the 
cities. 

Hope to Avert St 

These preparations have been made 
by the department of commerce 80 
that the government will be fully pre- 
pared in the event of a strike, and not 
because the government officials have 
given up hope that the strike will be 
averted. The feeling in official circles 
is that the strike will be called off. 

President Harding held another con- 
ference today with Charles C. McChord, 
chairman of the interstate commerce 
commission. With-Mr. McChord was 
Acting Attorney General Goff. The 
former said rates had not been dis- 
cussed. 

Cuts. in Rates Expected. 

Following recent indications at the 
White House that something in the 
way of rate reductions might be ex- 
pected shortly, the commission ruling 
on the western grain and hay case is 
expected soon. Practically all the 
states west of the Mississippi followed 
the lead of Kansas, which applied for 
the reduction. 

High freight rates were attacked in 
the case as the cause of the finahcia) 
distress faced by the farmers in the 
west. Elimination of the increases 
made effective in AuguéSt, 1920, was de- 
manded, the rates in the middle west- 
ern states having been increased 35 
per cent and those in the far west 25 
per cent.

HERE is one bird that comes 
down from the north in October 
which is not welcomed by any- 
body. This is the shrike or 
butcher bird and he is such an ornery, 
bloodthirsty cuss that he hasn’t a 


doesn’t even like the company of his 
own family after the nesting season 
andeas for the other birds, he is only 
interested in them when he has a 
hankering to jump on one and kill it. 
And he has this inclination quite often. 

Cutthroat and killer are two of the 


names that the butcher bird has re- 


ceived, as he raises havoc with small 
birds and mammals, such as the junco 
sparrow and field mouse. He is hawk- 
like in his food habits, yet he doesn't 


In this respect, the shrike is sort of a 


-| misfit. He has the bill of a hawk, but} 


no talons with which to seize and tear 
his prey. This has resulted in a unique 
practice, as the butcher bird is obliged 
to hang the captured bird or mammal 
on a thorny bush or barb wire fence 
in order to tear them to pieces. 

You probably have seen evidences of 
this stunt—dead sparrows or mice 
hanging from a fence or from thorns. 
One look at a display like that and you 
can easily understand why the shrike 
has no friends. He's a bad actor; no 
doubt about it.

Sauerkraut. 


And another writes that she wishes 
I would give directions for making 
sauerkraut, for she has many cabbages 


in her garden. Sauerkraut is one of 
the fermented things, and the task of 
making it requires repeated bits of at- 
tention. 

Perhaps there is no better recipe than 
that put out by the Iowa State college 
of agriculture. It puts the following 
precautions last, but they are things 
to remember first, last, and all the 
time: “‘Tamp until firm and solid to 
exclude air. Hold ina warm room until 
_ fermentation is completed. Store in a 
cool place. [The best thing is to can 
it by the cold “oe method.] Do not 
salt too heavil Use about one-fifth 
pint of salt to five gallon crock. Keep 
the scum removed." Yes, you must 
surely keep that scum removed, for it 
decays, and your product will then 
carry harmful seasoning.
